British Funeral Ship Escorted
to New York by Amer-
ican Warships

ONE WILL BE BURIED AT SEA

By the Associnted Press

New York, Sept. 10,—The Dritish

crufser Dauntless, bringing home the
bodies of the sixteen officers and men
of the Ameriean navy who lost their
lives in the ZIR-2 disaster, nrrived off
Sandy Hook today, escorted by Ameri-
enn war ornft, She was expected to wair
outsdde the harbor until afternoon and
then at high tlde to come to the navy
yard,
With half-maeted eolora marking her
ne a funeral ship, the Dauntless was
escorted by Ameriean battleships, de-
stroyors nnd aireraft.

The Duuntless was met far at sea
tarly thiz morning by the Ameritan
flotilla, which put ont from the sum-
mer naval base at Nowport, R. I. With
an American destroyer marking the way,
the Duuntless, followed by the other
Amerlean vessels, and with the sen-
planes fiying overhead, will pass ul:
Ambroge Chiannel to the New  Yor
Nayy Yaod, past forts which will thun-
aer a salute, -

A eleay right of way will be given the
funeral ship by all  passing  vessels.
&hing at anchor, ferryboats and other
lnannr eraft will dip thelr colore, while
thefr erews man the decks at attention,
The nsual sgtop ot quorantine will be
disxpensed with and pelice patrol bonts
nnd eonst gnard cutters have been or-
dered to clear the passage up pnst Gove-
ernors Island, around Buttery Daint and
inte Bast Itiver to the entrance to the
yurd,

Bluejacket Guard of Honor

In the yard the cruizer will findl
awalting it a speclal guard of honor,
made up of marines and bluejnekets,
reeruited mainly from the new drend -
nought Maryland, sent here for the
memorial services of the navy's dead,
(OMfierrss from the French light cruiser
Ville D'Ye and the Brazilian battleship
Minas Geraes, now in port, will be
present.

As soon ns the Dauntless makes
fast the bodies will be removed to a
temporary chapel where they will rest
until tomorrow, when full honors will
he given the dead airmen.

A memorinl serviee in which high of-
ficinls of the Federnl, State and munici-
pal Governments will have a part has |
Lieen arrauged-—the services to be shared
by as many citizens o ean be accom-
modated in the yard's inclosure, .

At a near date one of the bodies,
that of Licutenant Commander Emory
W, (wil, will ngain be taken to sea,
this time on an American warship, and
somewhere off the coast will be con-
wigned to the decp in wecopdonee with
his wishoes,

Names of the Vietims

The bodies brought home today in-
elude all but one of the Amerieans who
were on the ill-fated dirigible when she
was destroyed, The exception is N. (.
Walker, n rigger, who escaped with his
life, but now is in a British hospital.

Debating Society

LATIN AMERICA MAY BOLT

Washington, Sept, 16.—The present
meeting of the Teague of Natlons ot
Geneva s regarded here as showing
more signs of wenkness than any pre-
vious meeting. The Lengue is com-
plotely  overshadowed by the coming
Far Eastern and disarmament confer-
ences at Washington,

On the larger international problems
gueh ne digarmament, which was to he
one of its tasks, the League does not
function.  South Amerlea, which has
boundary disputes of its own, does not
tnke them to the League, being desirous
of waiting upon the leadership of this
conntry.

The greater nations which make up
the Counecil of the Lengue are more in-
terested In co-operation with the United
States In the Supreme Couneil and in
the coming conference here than they
nre in the League, and in a Inrge meas-
ure they and the South American coun-
trier control its fate,

When the League met last  this
conntry was definitely out of interna-
tionnl affairs, but its position was
purely mnegative. The League had o
cortnin  strength  just  beeause  thiu
country was pursuing a polley of fan-
Intion.  Today all that is changed.
The United States hns assumed o posi-
tion of leadership In world affairs.

Moving Toward Disarmanent

It s moving townrd disarmament.
It is =eeking to establish n new con-
cord in the Ortent, Tt has entered into
co-operation with the great powoers of
Europe In the Supreme Council.  The
direction whieh International relatlons
take depends lorgely upon the United
States, and the United States has
definitely eut the League covenant ont
of its treaty with Germany.

The result is that the Assombly of
the League i= left in the position of o
mere  International  debating  soeciety,
while the real work of internntional or-
ganization is proreeding elaewhere,

The small nations which are mem-
hers of the Assembly are naturally de-
slrons of maintaining the Lengue, That
iz ovident in the debates at Geneva and
it is n factor to be veckoned with if
I'vesident Harding aims to set up a
sithatitute associntion.

The real vitality of the present As-
sembly consists of the support which
the =mall nations of Burepe glve to it.
These nations feel that the covenant,
as Mr. Wilson eansed it to be deafted
nt Darie, glves them more seope and
rathority than is likely to be theirs in
any new assaclation to be built around
the Supreme Couneil,

Latin Americ Holds the Key

The fate of the present League seems
to depend Inrgely upon the attitnde of
the Latin-American repmblics.  1f the
Latin - American  eountries under  our
lendership should desert the Axsembly,
that body would become proctieally an
arganization of small Enropenn stntes,

The greater European Powers wonbd
be as they now ape, more interested in
the Supreme Conneil than in the Coun-
cil or Assembly of the Leagne. The
Arsembly in that case would tend to
diminish and Mr. Harviding s opportunity
of erecting o substitute for it would be
fmproved,

The  Latin-Ameriean  States  are
playing an uncertain part. At one
moment they seem about to give strength
to the League by veferring their dis-
putes to it At another they are chary
of taking a position which is opnosed
to the United States und they decline to
ask the arbitrament of the League

They wean to make the hest terms they
